It is now thoug ht that Tom Bates, j 
the shoemaker, who has been missing ! 
since Wednesday niaht is still in the 


! messag e sent to the address where it 
I was thoug ht he was located broug ht 
j out the fa ct that no such party has 
j liv ed there for ov er fiv e y ears. 
A woman called the Republican on 
the phone this morning and told of a 
most peculiar circumstance in con­ 
nection with the 
disappearance of 
Bates. 
She said that she knew him 
by sig ht only and that one week ag o 
she dreamed that he had committed 
suicide. 
She said she could see him 
just as real as if in Ufa, jumping in 
the mill race at the end of East Third 
street, near his home. When she first 
heard the Bates story last nig ht, she 
thoug ht her friends had framed a 
joke on her as she had told sev eral 
of the dream a few day s ag o. When 
she reach the Republican last nig ht 
'he was dumbfounded. 
Neig hbors hav e searched the prem­ 
ises and mill race in the v icinity of 
the Bates home all the forenoon, but 
found no trace of the missing cob­ 
bler. 
Mrs. Bates w a s hig hly elated 
when she heard the Anderson story 


land of the liv ing . 
Until noon today 
ev ery body wTas of the 
opinion that 
Bates had committed suicide in a fit 
of despondency . 
Today J im Ander­ 
son, a motorman on the I. & C. re­ 
ported that he saw Bates y esterday 
morning sauntering along Ohio street 
in Indianapolis between the hours of 
six and sev en o’clock. He has known 
Bates all his life and is positiv e that 
he could not hav e been mistaken. 


This morning a representativ e of 
the Daily Republican called at the 
Bates home in East Third street and 
found Mrs. Bates in a pitiable plig ht. 
She said that she was of the opinion 
that her husband had suicided and 
that his body would be found not far 
away from their home. 
From the re 
marks she dropped between 
heav y 
and deep sig hs it was taken that she 
believ ed her husband had probably 
drowned himself. 
She said they did 
not hav e any trouble and that there 
was no occasion for Mr. Bates to 
leav e home. 
She said that she could 
not believ e he had g one away from 
here on a train or traction car for he 
was a man that seldom trav eled and 
she was of the opinion that someone 
would hav e noticed him and reported 
it when it was g enerally known that 
he was missing from home. 
This all | 
occurred before it was known that j 
Bates had been seen. 


If Bates is in Indianapolis as re­ 
ported, it is thoug ht that he is out of 
his mind from 
ov er-indulg ence 
of 
morphine, for he would not hav e any 
leg itimate or sane reason for leav ing 
home. 
The police department in In­ 
dianapolis has been notified and will 
probably locate Bates before nig ht­ 
fall. 
It is understood that he had a 
brother liv ing in Indianapolis, but a

ted” ) and came after him today . 
They had to wait around until the

Ordinary crops fake 1 
plant food from th e store in th e « oil.; 
Th is mu st be replaced in some wn; 
Legu mes, on th e oth er h and, leave th e. 
soil rich er rath er th an poorer. 
If you will examine th e roots of a 
clover plant carefu lly you will notice 
nu merou s little swe’Hngs abou t th e; 
size of pin h eads or a little larger.! 
Th ese are called nodu les and are th e . 
h ome of certain bacteria. 
Th ese ba<- 
teria are minu te one celled plants, scj 
small th at th ou sands of th em can h ar.s j 
on th e point of a pin. 
We sh all stu dy! 
some of th e different classes of bae- j 
teria in detail later. 
Th e ones th at j 
live on th e roots of legu mes h ave th e 
power of ch anging th e nitrogen of th e 
air into a form in wh ich it can be u sed 
by th e plants. 
Wh en clover stu bble is plowed u nder 
th e nitrogen wh ich is contained in th e 
stems and roots is added to th e soil 
and can be u sed by th e following crop. 
W h ere th e soil is badly lacking in 
nitrogen and h u mu s it sometimes pays 
to plow u nder th e entire crop of clover. 
Th e 
nitrogen 
wh ich 
legu minou s 
plants add to th e soil Is by 
110 means 
th e only benefit wh ich comes from 
th eir u se. 
Nearly all of th em h ave a 
long taproot, wh ich forces its way 
down into th e soil far below th e depth 
reach ed by th e roots of ordinary crops. 
Alfalfa roots sometimes go down as 
deep as th irty feet or more. 
Mu ch of 
th e plant food u sed by th e crop is 
brou gh t u p from th is lower layer of 
soil, and some of it is left in th e u pper 
soil wh en th e roots and stu bble decay. 
Th e passage of th e long roots th rou gh 
th e soil also loosens it, and wh en th ey 
decay add to th e h u mu s su pply. Th u s 
th e ph ysical condition of th e soil is so 
Improved th at th e more tender roots 
of su ch crops as corn can penetrate 
it readily. 
Becau se of th ese facts 
corn, potatoes and almost any oth er 
crop will grow faster and give a con­ 
siderably larger yield on a field wh ich 
h as grown a legu me th e year previou s. 
Th e principal legu mes are alfalfa, 
clover, cowpeas and soy beans. 
Al­ 
falfa is grown most su ccessfu lly west 
of th e Missou ri river, alth ou gh by no 
means confined entirely to th at local­ 
ity. 
It req u ires some care to get a 
good stand of alfalfa. It does best on 
a soil th at is somewh at sandy and 
sh ou ld never be sown on a soil wh ere 
th e w ater table is liable to stand for 
any length of time with in th ree feet 
from th e su rface. “W et feet” will kill 
alfalfa q u icker th an anyth ing else. 
As a general ru le th e best time to 
sow alfalfa is early in th e fall. 
Th e 
grou nd sh ou ld be pu t in th e best pos­ 
sible tilth , and if manu red before sow- 
ing th e seed th e ch ances of su ccess 
are considerably increased. 
Th e seed j 
sh ou ld be sown at th e rate of abou t 
fifteen pou nds per acre. 
A ligh t h ar­ 
rowing will cover it su fficiently. 
Ii 
th e you ng plants weath er th e first 
winter su ccessfu lly, th e critical time is 
past. 
Th e advantages of alfalfa 'over j 
clover are its h igh er feeding valu e and 
greater yields. 
It can often be cu t 
th ree or fou r times in a season, with 
a yield of from one to tw’o tons per 
cu tting. 
Alfalfa mu st always be cu t 
as soon as abou t one-tenth of th e 
plants are in bloom; oth erwise th e 
vitality is weakened and th e yield of 
th e su cceeding crops redu ced. 
Th ere are several varieties of clover, 
of wh ich mediu m red is th e most wide- 


a warm place for a few days. 
Th e 
nu mber th at germinate can be u sed as 
a gu ide as to th e amou nt of seed to 
u se per acre. 
One reason wh y clover and alfalfa 
are not more popu lar with farm ers is 
th e difficu lty of cu ring th e Lay. 
If it 
is leA in th e sw ath u ntil dry enou gh to 
pu t In th e mow, th e Jeeves, wh ich are 
j 
th e most valu able part, will become 
so brittle th at many of th em will be 
lost. 
A better way is to go over th e 
field with a side delivery rake as soon 
as th e leaves h ave wilted a little and 
th row th e h ay togeth er in loose wind­ 
rows. 
Handled in th is way, it dries 
evenly, and th e leaves will not fall off 
so easily. 
Hay cu red in th is wav is 
also less liable to be du sty th an wlieii 
cu red by direct exposu re to th e su n. 
Once in awh ile, even with th e best of 
care, some of th e h ay will be cau gh t in 
a rain. 
A h ard rain on clover or al­ 
falfa h ay wash es ou t mu ch of th e nu 
trim ent wh ich it contains. 
Su ch h ay 
is h ardly worth pu tting in th e barn, 
bu t may be made good u se of for bed-; 
ding. 
In th is way it is mixed with 
th e manu re, and th e plant food wh ich 
it contains is retu rned to th e soil. 
Cowpeas and soy beans are to th e 
sou th ern part of th e United States 
wh at clover and alfalfa are to th e 
north ern sections. 
Th ey are grown 
more as h ay and forage th an for th e 
grain. Th ese legu mes are also u sed In 
some sections of th e corn belt as catch 
crops. 
If sown 
011 early fall plowing, 
th ey prevent th e soil from wash ing 
and th u s losing mu ch of its available 
piv f food. 
Th ey may be pastu red off

later or disked u p in th e spring. Th ey 
are often sown in cornfields du ring th e 
last cu ltivation to keep th e weeds 
dowm and to add nitrogen to th e soil. 
Becau se of th e fact th at oth er crops 
make so mu ch better growth after th e 
field h as grown a legu me for a year or 
so it is important th at a crop of clover 
or some oth er legu me be grown occa­ 
sionally. 
If a plan of rotation is ar­ 
ranged so th at th e fields are regu larly 
ch anged from one crop to anoth er, so 
mu ch th e better. 
It h as been fou nd 
th at wh en any crop is grown year aft­ 
er year on th e same land th e yields will 
grow less. 
Th e particu lar kinds of 
food th at a certain crop req u ires grows 
scarcer, and weeds and insects become 
more nu merou s. 
If anoth er kind of 
plant is su bstitu ted, oth er elements of 
plant food will be draw n u pon, th e in 
sects will be starved ou t and th e ch ang 
ed meth ods of soil treatm ent will dis­ 
cou rage th e wTeeds. 
Plants vary greatly in th eir ability to 
get food from th e soil. Su ch crops as 
rye and bu ckwffieat are strong feeders 
and are able to obtain food from a soil 
on wh ich more tender plants wou ld 
starve. 
Some plants u se mu ch more 
h u mu s th an oth ers. 
Crops like corn 
th at are cu ltivated freq u ently deplete 
th e h u mu s su pply rapidly, since th e 
constant stirring of th e soil h astens de­ 
cay. 
Oats, on th e oth er h and, take 
comparatively little h u mu s from th e 
soil. 
Th ese differences may be largely 
eq u alized by a consistent system of ro­ 
tation. 
In planning rotations th e aim 
sh ou ld be to so distribu te th e crops 
th at th ey will be best adapted to th e 
condition in wh ich th e soil was left by 
th e preceding crop. Th e starting point 
of every rotation sh ou ld be clover or 
some oth er legu me. Th e length of time 
th at a field sh ou ld be left in to su ch a 
crop depends largely on local condi­ 
tions. In th e east, wh ere alfalfa seed 
is h igh and th e difficu lties of obtaining 
a stand great, it is u su ally wise not to 
plow u p th e crop for th ree or fou r 
years. Red clover lives only two years; 
h ence if not plowed u p th e second year 
th e land mu st be reseeded. 
In most 
cases two years is as long as th e land 
sh ou ld be left to any one crop. 
Since clover is grown with small 
grain th e first year, th is means only 
one year In wh ich it will be th e sole 
crop. 
If th e second crop of clover is 
to be plowed u nder, as is th e case 
wh en th e soil is considerably lacking 
in h u mu s, th is work h ad better be 
done in th e fall, so th at th e mass of 
green clover may h ave time to decay 
before th e following crop is planted. 
If th e soil h as been properly cared for, 
h owever, th is green manu ring will be 
u nnecessary. 
As a general ru le It is 
more profitable to feed th e h ay or 
grass to stock and retu rn th e manu re 
to th e land. 
In th is way from 8 0 to 
00 per cent as mu ch plant food is 
added as wou ld h ave been if th e crop 
h ad been plowed u nder, and at th e 
sa me time th e stock h as h ad th e bene­ 
fit o f th e extra feed.
